THE manner in which the amendment 
to the conftitution was carried sbro’” both 
Houfes of Congrefs was not !efs extraor- 
dinary than the meafureitfelf.

EXTRACT. 


The manner of destroying insects which attack 
fruit trees. From the Paris Memoirs of Agri- 
cuirure. 


MONSIEUR DE THOSE, having 
found that oil of turpentine, when applied 
to animals which were covered with ver- 
min, deftroyed thofe vermin without hurt- 
ing the animal, the author of this memoir 
tried this on feveral kinds of tree-lice and 
other tnfeéts ; ali of which it killed with- 
out hurting the trees. He then mixed 
fome of the oil of turpentine with fine 
earth, fo as to make it incorporate well, 
and added water, ftirring it carefully, till 
the whole was brought to a confiderable 
degree of fluidity. In this mixture he 
dipped branches of fruit trees, covered 
with infeéts, which were entirely deflroy- 
ed by it, eggsand all, without hurting the 
fruit, branches or leaves. The compofi- 
tion may be got off by artificial watering, 
or lett to be wafhed away by the firft fhow- 
er. From thefe experiments, he thinks 
that oil of turpentine may be as well em- 
ployed tor killing various kinds of lice 
that infe€&t domeftic animals, and fome- 
times produce difeafes on trhit trees... Ex- 
periments will afcertain how far this rem- 
ely will prove efficacious in different ca-

He has al- 
so applied his improvement to stoves to be used 
with pipes, according to the description hereun- 
to annexed : Edit. Bul.) 


THE FIRE-.PLACE. 


THESE fire-places are either formed 
entire of caft-iron; or they are built of 
common materials, having jambs of caft- 
iron—the mantel a high arch. The jamb 
projects beyond the front of the mantel fo 
far that a plate of fhect-iron or tin may play 
up and down by and before the front of 
the mantel, within a groove in the jambs. 
This plate fitted caretully in the groove, 


and to the whole fize of the front of the 
fire-place, plays up and down its entire 
height behind the cefing of the breaft work 
or fire-piece, fulpended by weights fo as to 

form an equilibrium, and is defigned to 

clofe the whole aperiure of the fire-place 

at pleafure. In this plate and near the 

bottom isa {mal} door for admitting air. 

This plate forms in part a moveable man- 

tel, and is the mean for converting the o- 

pen fire-place into a clofe ftove at pleat- 

ure. 

The bef conftruétion for a fire-place, 

regarding convenience in the preparation 

of fuel, culinary purpofes, and warming 

a room, I believe to be a femicircular.man- 

tel, a halt mitre jamb, and much higher 

thanthey eommonly are built in Amert- 

ca. This plate effeually guards again 

{moke, and it is certain that the higher 

the mante! the greater the benefit will be de- 

tived from the heat. 

When wood is laid on which you de- 

fign to kindle, by letting down the plate to 

the hearth, and opening the {mall door at 
the bottom, the current of air becomes fo 
concentrated ‘as to prefs forcibly on the 
fire, and occafion it to burn very rapidly. 
When the fire is kindled, raife the plate as 
high as may be, and vet confine the f{moke 
tothe chimney. In dry weather the plate 
may be raifed much higher than common 
mantels: in wiady and damp weather, 
lower the plate as occafion may require. 

At the option of the builder, either ftone, 
briok, or iron, may be ufed in the con- 
ftruétion of thefe fire-places. If of iron, 
the whole may be fet apart from the wall 
and derive additional benefit from the heat : 
if of ftone or brick, the aperture may be 
on any confiruétion, only with an arched 
mantel ; and the plate play up and down 
in agroove inthe jambs formed of thofe 
materials. It is evident that a bed of coals 
will wafte as flowly behind this plate when 
let down, as in the clote ftove, and it is 
demouftrable that the heat {pends as prof- 
itably. The front plate may be painted 
conformable to the room, and be extreme- 
ly ornamental efpecially in fummer, when 
it may be let down and completely hide 
the fire-place. 

The impulfe to ation is ever propor- 
tionate tothe quantity of heat in a heated 
room, and the confequent current of air 
through any paflage will be according to 
the chance of efcape ; thus the benefit we 
derive trom fuel when applied to the warm- 
ing of our dwellings will be in exaét pro- 
portion to the quantum of heat retained 
and the continuance o¢ fuch retention.

OF THE DIRECTOR orf Tue MINT. 


To the Prefident of the United States. 


At the commencement of the year, it is 
| the duty of the dire€tor of the mint to com- 
| Municate to government the fate of the 
mint with its iffues for the paft year. 

The iffues otf filver coins, notwithfan- 
ding the mercantile embarrafiments atten. 
ding the importation of Bullion, have 
ey exceeded that of the year 1809 ; 
and the advantage of apublic mint has 
been fenfibly experienced, by the greateft - 
part of the depofits being iffued in fmall 
coin which has been found very beneficial 
to the citizens at large, under the late fcar- 
city of Spanith dollars, occafioned by the 
great exportation ot them, for mercantile 
purpofes. 

The quantity of gold bullion has been 
equal to that of the laft report, fo that in 
the paft year the change of the precious 
metals has amounted to three hundred and 
filty eight thoufand nine hundred and 
eighty three dollars. The particulars will 
appear by the {chedule No. 1. herewith,to 
which the dire€tor begs leave to refer. 

It is worthy of the Prefident’s attention, 
that about eleven thoufand dollars of the 
gold coin, is the produce of virgin gold 
found in the county of Cabarrus in the 
flate ot North Carolina, where, it is faid, a 
very confidernble quantity has been found 
fince the laft depofits, and will inall prob- 
ability be forwarded tothe mint. It isto 
be regretted that this gold is melted into 
fmal] ingots, betore it is fent to the mint, for 
the convenience of carriage; but by which 
there is reafon to believe, acon able 
proportion of it is wafted. Itis alfo 
that the finelt particles are negle@ted, and . » 
only the large grains and lumps fought

The increafed price of copper in Europe, 
and the quantity on hand, have been

The expence of the mint for the paft year 
wilfappear to.be reduced to a trifle more 
than fxisea thoufand dollars. 

The direttor, thinks it is his duty to 
mention to the Prefident, that very con- 
fiderable difficulty, as well as danger may 
arife to the public, fromthe officers and 
workmen of the mint being expofed to be 
called aut to attend militia meetings or on 
detachments, When large depofits of 
the precious metals are pafling through the 
mint, and particularly when in fufion, it 
may be of the moft dangerous confequence 
to have the officers and men called away, 
or be liable to fines for non attendance. 
It is too important a truft to be thus expo- 
fed. The Prefident in his wifdom. wil! 
provide againft this ev:l.

Particulars of the late attack upon Dominica. 





DOMINICA, MARCH 16. 
About the dawn of day, on Friday, the 22d ult 
an alarm was fired at Cacherou, a circumstance 
which excited no extraordinary sensation in the 
minds of the people, as the vigilance exacted by our 
worthy chief had accustomed us to be ever upon the 
alert, their attention was, however, attracted atan 
early hour, by perceiving standing in for the road, a 
squadron of jive line of battle ships (ore of 120 guns) 
3 frigates, 2 brigs, and some small craft, having on 
board about 5000 troops, under British colours, (al- 
though it was perceptible to the more discerning in 
nautical matters, that they were not according to 
the new Union) yet the generality flattered them- 
selves it was the expected squadron from England. 
Their suspicious appearance, however, occasioned 
orders to be sent by the general to Fort Young to 
fire upon them, and we were soon relieved from our 
suspense by the whole of them hoisting the Republi- 
can Flag, and manning 19 boats foradescent. The 
usual alacrity of the people manifested itself, and 
every class flew toarms. His Excellency General 
Preyost made his disposition with that prudence, 
calmness and precision so inherent in his character, 
and upen the appearance of the enemy's landing at 
Point Michael, the light companies of the 46th and 
[st West India Regts. the former headed by Capt. 
Duncan Campbell, the latter by Capt. O*Connell, 


with the grenadiers, of the St. Georges, under the 


command of Capt. Warner, advanced to oppose the 
landing, and to co-operate with St. Luke's Indepenc- 
ent Company, under the command of Capt. Surrant ; 
these were shortly after joined by the Grenadiers of 
the 46th, headed by capt. Archibald Campbell, who 
were soon afier supported by the remainder of the 
46th, under the command of Capt. James, except 
one weak Company sent to protect the rear of the 
position it occupied. This force uniter under the 
command of Major Nunn, posted themselves at 
the Barrier, and gallantly maintained that pass. 

They landed to the amount of 2000 men in’ 22 
boats, and our little valiant band fully justified the 
opinion entertained of their spirit and intrepidity. 
In vain was every eflort exerted to pass the bluk 
point forming the contested ground between the In- 
vaders and our gallant little squad. The temerity o! 
those who atteinpied it met its due chastisment. 
To render due jystice to the enemy, they made ev- 
ery effort to adyance. Qui position jt is adanned 
waé favorable ;—but when it is considered that this 
position was held by not more than 2UU men op}: 
ed to 2000, & those capable of any increase the wiva- 
ding General might choose to afferd the mm— when it 
is remembered that this hitle gallant handful of 
exposed to the galling fire of the three decker, let 
300 of the enemy lying on the field, either killed o: 
wevnded, it cannot fai] but add a bright page to the 
annuis of this Coleny. 

When we reflect on our loss in this service, it is 
astonishingly trifling—one private of the St. Gecrge’s

Nine-boats made the shore at Canefield, under a 
heavy fire from the ships, which was returned from 
the Morne Daniel and Fort Young, from whence a 
shot was seen to strike one of the boats, and she ap- 
peared to have been sunk.. Our small party oppo- 
sed the landing ; but from the prodigious superiori- 
ty of the numbers retreat became a measure of ne- 
cessity ; and this retreat was eifected with the tri- 
fling loss of a few wounded, a manager of the quar- 
ter, and some ten or twelve other persons made 
prisoners ; the former was carried on board the ad- 
miral, and upon application was afterwards libera- 
ted. , 

The town now became the object of contest. Our 
batteries did every thing which the small front they 
could present to such a formidable line of thunder 
could produce. The tremendous broadsides poured 
in upon us was truly awful; but not such as a Brit- 
ish squadron would have presented to republican de- 
fenders in a similar situation. Larly in the afier- 

> noon we had the trying sight of our town on fire ; 
the barracks of the fort catching in various places, 
and the magazine in danger of explosion. The ef- 


forts of a few people in the neighborhood prevented | 


the latter calamity ; but the flames of our burning 
property were allowed to proceed, from more weigh- 
ty considerations occupy ing every mind; and self 
and property no longer predomnating.

Having fubjeéted this {ubftance to a va- 
riety of experiments, it was difcovered to 
be Manganefe of the firft quality, contain- 
ing fcarcely any foreign matter ; and far 
fuperior to moft of that which is fold in the 
fhops of the druggiffs, confiderable quan- 





tities of which I have been frequently ob. 
liged to throw away atter purchafing- it, 
from the impurity of tl:e material. 

The oxigen air obtained from this native 
ore, was equal in purity to that which was 
afforded by a fpecimen of the foreign, fent 
tome bythe late Dr. Prieftly, the difcov- 
erer of this gas, who informed me that it 
yielded an air as pure as any he had ever 
procured during the courfe ot his life, 

Manganeie is ufeful to the phy fician in 
confequence of the air it ailoris, and to 
which fome of the mofivictent cileafes to 
which the human body is fubject, have giv- 
en way ; to the bleacher, peper makerand 
manutaéinrer of glafs,as a dellrover of col. 
ouring matter, when combined with the 
marine acid ; tothe patter, as giving a black 
colour, and aflifting in glazing lus earthen 
ware; and to the philolopher and artift, as 
containing a gas, which combined with 
certain combafl:ble bodies, will generate a 
degree of heat, unattainable by other 
means. 

As the feience of mineralogy is littie at- 
tended to in the United Srates, the intention 
of this communication is, to induce gen- 
tlemen refiding in the country to pay fome 
attention tothe mineral produ€tions of their
